Calves from the winter grazing 
group made average daily gains 
of 1.91 pounds and returned à 
profit of $54.92. The other group 
of calves gained 1.70 pounds daily, 
returning a profit of $36.76 each. . 

Both lots of cows were taken 
off the test each spring as soon 
as the permanent pasture provided 
enough grazing for them. The 
calves continued on test until 
about May 15 each year.

At tite 
end . of the fiscal year, only 62 
Of 2,300 farmers had failed to pay 
the full amount on o? before the 
due date. 

Loans for current farm aperat- 
ing expenses and the acquisition 
of livestock farm machinery, 
etc, totaled $10 million. These 
loans were advanced to a total 
of 4,292 farmers, Another $2 mill- 
ion was loaned and/or insured for 
family.type farmers to purchase, 
develop and/or improve family- 
type farms. . 

The basic requirement for Farm- 
ers Home Administration credit is 
the inability of the applicant to 
secure adequate credit from con- 
ventional sources. The repayment 
record, in view of this eligibility 
requirement is even more impres- 
sive, with a total of $13,272,000 
having been collected and returned 
to the Treasury of the United 
States. Including in this figure 
is interest in an amount more than 
sufficient to pay the total operat- 
ling expenses of the Farmers 
Home Administratioin in Mississ- 
sippi, including salaries of . em. 
ployees, travel, communications, 
rent, etc. 

Another basic policy has to do 
with the graduation of borrowers. 
Each bcrrower agrees at the time 
the loan is made that he will seek 
and accept conventional credit as 
soon as it is available. Under this 
policy, a total of 46 farmers re- 
financed their accounts during the 
year with credit received from 
conventional sources.

FARM TELEPHONES 
INCREASE : 

About one of three farmer in 
Mississippi had telephone service 
in 1958. About 63,000 of the 
State's farms had telephone ser- 
vice as of July 1958. This was an 
increase of 19 per cent above the 
estimate in 1957, 80 per cent 
above 1955 and 270 per cent above 
1950. in 1957 about 25 per cent, or 
53,000 farms, had telephone ser- 
vice; in 1955 about 16 per cent, 
or 35,000 farms, had telephones, 
while only six per cent or 117, 
000 farms had thís service in 1950. 
For the nation, three out of five 
farms had telephone service in 
1958. About 2.9 millon on the 
country's' 47 million farms had 
telephone service as of July 1958. 
This was a 5 per cent increase 
above the estimate for 1957; 13 
per cent above 1955; and 32 per 
cent above 1950. Largest increase 
in number of farm telephones 
occurred in the South,
